Even with yesterday's rise, the dollar 
has gained only 13 per cent against 
the sheke! since the beginning of 
June - not enough to clear fast 
month's “arrears.”

TEL AVIV. - The unions represent- 
ing the engineers and the university 
graduates in social sciences and 
humanities yesterday called for a 
general strike beginning next Tues- 
day. It is to include all of their δὴ, 000 
members, a union spokesmitn said. 

The strike is designed to force 
empioycis into nz gotiating on higher 
pay. The unions complained that 

junday’s wage agreement concluded 
between the Histadrut and the 
public-sector employers favours em- 
ployees in the lower grades repre- 
sented by the Clerks and Civil Ser- 
vants Unions. 

Professionuls deserve higher pay 
in view of their education and kind of 
work, the academics said. Histad- 
rut Secretary-General Yisrael Kes- 
sar said yesterday he believes that 
several of the professional unions 
wil] join the public-sector wage 
agreement “because it is a good 
deal.” 

Other unions, he continued, 
would probably not join because 
they believe they can get a better 
deal for their members. But he 
doubted whether this is possible. 

Speaking to members of the Jeru- 
salem Labour Council, he called on 
the unions to “demonstrate respori- 
sibility to all workers.” : 

The engineers and academics are 
to convene staff committees on 
Thursday to prepare for next week's 
action. Next Monday a “mass de- 
monstration” is planned, possibly 
outside Histadrut headquarters 
here, 

On Tuesday the 60.000 unicn 
members, including those employed 
in the Defence Ministry, are to stay 
away from work. Koor engineers 
who are on strike now are to return 
to work next week, but will join the 
strike on July 8 if the work stoppage 
lasts that long, The Jerusalem Post 
was told.

But radio and tele- 
vision otherwise were blacked out 
yesterday evening, and the strikers 
said this situation wili continue inde- 
finitely. except for the nightly poli- 
tical messages. 

Rafik Halaby, head of the TV

journalists’ works committee. met 
yesterday afternoon with Treasury 
director-general Nissim Baruch. 
who reportedly told him thar the 
Treasury is willing to pay sulary 
advances to the strikers against 2 
negotiated wage agreement, if they 
go back to work. But Baruch re- 
portedly added that if he gave in to 
the journalists’ wage demands. he 
was certain that the radio and TV 
technicians would seek identical pay 
rises.

Shamir-Peres debate set for July 10

TEL AVIV. - Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir and the Alignment’s 
contender for the premiership, Shi- 
moon Peres, will face each other in 
the traditional pre-election televised 
debate on July 10. This was asreed 
upon vesterday Dy representatives of 
the two major parties. But there is 
still an outside possibility of two 
debates -- one before July 10 and 
another just four days before the 
July 23 elections. The Likud sug- 
gested this, and the Alignment will 
gives its final answer when the two 
teams meet again tomorrow to iron 
out the details of the debate. 

Yesterday's meeting, described as 
“amicable,” was attended by two 
representatives from each party's in- 
formation campaing headquarters: 
Knesset Member Yossi Sarid and 
Yisrael Peleg for the Alignment, and 
Likud MK Ronnie Milo and Knesset 
candidate Gideon Gadot. whois also 
in charge of the Likud’s television 
campaign. 

The Likud proposed two 30- 
minute debates — one next week and 
the second four days before polling 
day. Labour preferred one 30- 
minute debate. which unless Labour 
changes its mind. will take place on 
July 10. 

The net debating time will be no 


more than 24 minutes, since time will 
go to introductions, titles, etc. Each 
of the parties will give 15 minutes of 
its alloted TV election time to make 
the debates possible. 

The incumbent and the challenger 
will each be asked five identical 
questions and they will have equal 
time to deliver their replies. 

Unresolved issues include the 
naming of a moderator, the areas to 
be covered by the questions, and the 
studios in which the debate will be 
filmed. 

Meanwhile, there was a lot of 
fingernail biting in the two campaign 
headquarters last night before the 
election broadcasts finally made 
their TV debut. Both sides consi- 
dered this the beginning of the real 
campaign, which starts only with the 
arrival of the battle between the 
parties in the voters’ living rooms, 
they say. ἃ 

The opinion polls, which the ex- 
perts in both parties will be watching 
very closely, will be those conducted 
after the political spots have been 
broadcast. So far the campaign has 
been limited to big official rallies, 
some street-corner happenings and 
newspaper advertisements, all of 
which have failed to generate much 
interest or excitement. 

On the Alignment side there is 
considerable confidence, especially 


because of the hefty lead indicated 
by all pollsters for the party. The 
plan is to focus on Alignment unity, 
through devices such as having the 
leadership trio of Peres, Navon and 
Rabin smilingly seated on one sofa, 
as they are interviewed by actress 
Eu Shiloni. The Likud’s reply is a 
fireside chat with Shamir. 

Labour is also buoyed by its suc- 
cess in hiring the services of the 
country's tap comedy team, the 
Hagashash Habiver trio. which will 
appear in quickly written rebuttals τὸ 
Likud arguments or ta the Likud’s 
solo comedian of 1977 and 1981 
fame, Sefi Rivlin. 

The deepest anxiety is being felt in 
the Likud, where the polls are caus- 
ing considerable despondency. The 
party regards the TV spots as its last 
and only chance to make a come- 
back in the polls. An uneventful 
campaign, it is felt. would play into 
the Alignment's hands, so the 
Likud, say the pundits, must begin 
hitting fast. 

The one cause for optimism in the 
Likud yesterday was that the polls 
have finally instilled fear in the cam- 
paign leadership. which has 
apparently agreed to give Gadot a 
free hand with the TV spots after all. 
Gadot is regarded as the architect of 
the successful Likud campaign of 
1981. 


59,000 voters will be abroad on polling day

Fifty-five thousand voters, ex- 
pected to be enough to elect two 
Knesset members, will probably be 
abroad on election day. 

This was the estimate of one au- 
thoritative source who is well-versed 
in the statistics of incoming and 
outgoing Israelis and foreigners. But 
the expert said that about 10,000 
voters who normally reside out of 


the country will probably be in the 
country to cast their ballot. 

According to the statistics, 62,000 
Israelis will be leaving the country by 
air this month, with another 128,000 
going abroad in July. But many of 
the June and early-July travellers 
wilt return in time to vote. Other 
July vacationers will wait until after 
election day. 

Those abroad will include chil- 
dren. 


The 10.000 Israelis expected to 
return are part of an estimated 
50,000 students, emissaries, officials 
and businessmen based abroad. 
Many of them would in any case be 
coming home for the summer. and 
many can be expected to make a 
point of being in the country. 

During the 1981 elections, some 
40.000 Israelis were abroad. In that 
election it took about 20,000 voters 
ta elect each Knesset member. 


‘Mossad, hired guns training Sri Lankans’ 


LONDON (AP). -- Crack British 
mercenaries and Israe]'s Mossad in- 
telligence agency, represented by a 
single agent, David Matani. are 
helping Sri Lanka set up its own 
intelligence network and paramilit- 
ary force to combat Tamil guerrillas, 
The Sunday Times reported. 

A correspondent for the weekly 
newspaper in the Sri Lankan capital 
of Colombo reported that the British 
group, veterans of the British 
Army's Special Air Service 
commando unit, arrived in Sri 
Lanka in January to start a vear-long 
training programme for Sri Lankan 
troops in the mountains outside 
Kandy, 240 kilometres north of Col- 


ombo. 

Matani, the Mossad’s only repre- 
sentative in the country, is based in 
the Lanka Oberoi hotel. the news- 
Paper said, 

It said that at least five former 
officers of the British SAS are in- 
valved and that by December they 
will have armed, trained and pro- 
vided simulated guerrilla war exer- 
cises for an estimated 300 men. 

According to The Sunday Times, 
the mercenary group is a private 
Organization with headquarters in 
the English Channel Islands and 
offices in London and Oman. 

In return for the Mossad’s ser- 
vices, the Israelis, who do not have a 


dipiomatic mission in Sri Lanka, 
were granted a special interests sec- 
tion in the U.S. embassy. the news- 
paper said. 

Sti Lankan President Junius 
Jayewardene will seek British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's sup- 
port for his war against the Tamil 
Tigers on his visit to London this 
week, according to The Sunday 
Times report. 

The guerrilla group, which has 
attacked targets in northern Sri 
Lanka in its campaign for autonomy 
for the Tamil ethnic minority, oper- 
ates from southern India, out of 
reach of the Sri Lankan government, 
the paper said.

Authority. 

During the tour, water was practi-

Study of murders for breaking Arab taboos: 


‘Family honour’ depends on who knows what

TEL AVIV. — Arabs will murder a 
woman for having illicit sexual activ- 
ity only when the matter becomes 
public knowledge, according to re- 
cent research into slayings to pre- 
serve 'farsily honour.” 2 
According to Dr. Ya’acov Ginat 
of Haifa University, such murders 
also generally occur only after a 
woman's male relative has been 
taunted over her sexual conduct. 

In an interview on Galei Tzahal on 
Saturday, Ginat said relatives some- 
times force the father or brother to 
commit the murder. 

Ginat also said he knows of no one 
who has served more than 12 years in 
prison for a “family honour" mur- 


ence for murder, but these cases are 
presented to the president with a 
request for pardon, he said. 

The fife sentence is usually com- 
muted to a definite number of years 
so that the prisoner can get vacations 
and earn a one-third reduction of his 
sentence for good behaviour in pris- 
on, he said, 


tn talking about other research he 
had done in Arab villages and among 
Beduin, Ginat said the status of 
women in Arab villages is in some 
ways higher than it looks. 

“They, have the strength of the 
weak.” he said. He cited the fact that 
a married woman does not inherit 


from her father, but that her - 


brothers are required to visit her on 
religious holidays and other occa- 


sions and to give her presents: dn: 
each visit. Thé presents, usually: 


money, are the wife's property and 
cannot be touched by the husband. 
This money gives her independence, 
and Ginat said he knows of cases 
where husbands borrowed such 
money from their wives and later 
repaid the debt in full.

Lion droppings keep gazelles out of fields

TEL AVIV. ~ Farmers throughout 
the country are enthusissttc about ἢ 
novel ~ and natural -- method of 
beating the perenniaj problem of 
gazeiles grazing in their fields. 

The farmers are ringing their 
crops with the droppings of lions. 

The scent of the predatory cats is 
appurently enough to keep the vora- 
cious herds from coming near the 
fields, 

Conservationists are just as 
pleased with the technique as far- 
mets, for it solves the problem with- 
out endangering the gazelles which 
ure a protected species. 

The technique was introduced 
here after Eric Jsaacson of Kibbutz 
Alumim in the northern Negev read 


about it in an American agricultural 
journal. 

{saxeson then contacted the Safari 
Park at Ramet Gun and requested 10 
kilos of lion droppings. 

Cursor Amelia Terkel was scep- 
tical, but suid that she had noticed 
that other animals fear to go where 
the lions tread. She therefore com- 
plied with the unusual request. 

The farmers of Alumim placed the 
droppings sear a new field of com 
aad cutton, and the gazeles did not 
come near the fields for about two 
weeks. Benny Shmuelevitch. head 
of ἔς! craps at the kibbutz. said this 
wus sufficient. since after the young 
crops reach a certain height there is 
nv problem with the pazelles. 

The news of the success of the 
method travelled along the farmers’ 


grapevine as far as Ramot Naftali 
and Ramot Yissachar in the north, 
where huge herds of gazelles are 
playing havoc with crops. 

Several of the kibbutzim in 
Galilee have asked the Safari Park 
for lion droppings. With a popula- 
tion of about 40 lions, the park says it 
is unable to meet all the demand. 

Safari Park veterinarian Mor- 
dechai Levinson told The Jerusalem 
Post that he is willing to provide any 
kibbutz a regular supply of drop- 
pings in return for a regular supply of 
food for the lions. 

Shmuelevitch meanwhile has 
asked the Agricultural Research 
Urganization to ty to develop a 
synthetic substitute for the spoor. 

He believes that this will be the 
only way to satisfy the demand.

TEL AVIV (Itim). ~ The Tel Aviv 
District Court here is to rule today 
on a police request to be allowed τὸ 
destroy 1.360 tons of hashish recent- 
ly smuggled into the couatry from 
Lebanon, before the charge sheets 
against the five suspects in the case 
have been submitted to the court.

the overpowering smell of so much hash- 


ish causes dulling of the senses and 
drowsiness among the guards, who 


must be changed every 10 minutes so 
they don't fall asleep. 

The defence counsel. however, 
points out that destroying evidence 
before the submission of a charge 
Sheet ip against the law and contends 
that destroying all the sacks alleged- 
fy contsining the drug will make it 
impossible τὸ determine the exact 
amount of hashish under considera- 
tion. 

Five Jaffa residents. Ismail Abu 
Radan. three of his sons and a 
nephew, are being held on suspicion 
of smuggling the hashish into Israel 
in their gravel truck. 


W. Bank residents jailed for violating Ramadan 


NABLUS (Itim). -- More than 30 
Moslem residents of Judea and 
Samaria have been found guilty by 
local courts of publicly breaking the 
Ramadan fast. and have been sent- 
enced to 14 days in jail and heavy 
fines. 

According to Jordanian law which 
is in force in the West Bank, eating 


or drinking in public places during 
the month-long Moslem fast is strict- 
ly forbidden. 

The individuals tried on charges of 
violating the fast had been arrested 
while eating or drinking in front of 
other fasters. They were quickly 
brought to trial, and convicted and 
sentenced by local judges.

Problem in space shuttle’s computer 


Debut of Discovery delayed by a day 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida 
(AP). ~ The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration cancelled 
yesterday's debut launch of the 
space shuttle Discovery after a prob- 
lem was discovered in its computer 
system just half an hour before sche- 
duled liftoff. 

The launch was set back 24 hours— 
to 8:43 a.m. EDT (1343 Israel time) 
today -- as Nasa engineers worked to 
swap out the “‘suitcase-sized™ com- 
puter. Α six-person crew was aboard 
Discovery when yesterday morn- 
ing’s delay was announced. 

Even if the swap-out is successful. 
weather was a potential problem and 
the shuttle forecaster said he was 
“pessimistic” about conditions for 
today. 

“The launch team is optimistic 
they will be able to proceed.” said 
Kennedy Space Centre spokesman 
Hugh Harris. 

The ship's 500.000 gallons of li- 
quid propellant was drained after the 


cancellation and would be reloaded 
after midnight. 


“We have a serious hardware 
problem," shuttle operations direc- 
tor Thomas Utsman told reporters. 
Rather than attempt to fix the errant 
machine, Utsman said a replace- 
ment would be cannibalized from 
sister ship Challenger. which is being 
readied nearby for a November 
flight. 

Yesterday's was the third post- 
ponement of a shuttle launch during 
final countdown, but the first since 
flight No. 2 in November 1981. The 
first delay -- caused by debris that 
threw off the back-up computer —set 
back Columbia's maiden voyage for 
48 hours. The second flight was 
delayed due to malfunctioning hyd- 
raulics for more than a week. 

Discovery's first countdown prog- 
ressed smoothly overnight and until 
the final hour. but when the crew 
switched data from their four main 


computers to a back-up, Jaunch con- 
trol noticed first a stray signal, then 
that the back-up was out of synchro- 
nization - that is, it did not duplicate 
the data it received. 

“The back-up flight system 
apparently has stopped, hung-up,” 
said lauch control spokesman Mark 
Hess. 

Discovery's flight crew, lying on 
their backs aboard ship for more 


* than two hours before the cancella- 


tion. included America's second 
woman astronaut and an industry 
engineer whose weightless manufac- 
turing process will produce test 
quantities of a mystery drug.

Sikh terrorists assassinate 5 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Suspected 
Sikh terrorists reportedly assassin- 
ated five persons, including a three- 
month-old girl, and army troops shot 
dead a Sikh extremist. Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi yesterday told 
soldiers life in Punjab was returning 
to normal. 

The victims of terrorist gunfire 
died late Sunday night in separate 
attacks, and the Sikh terrorist was 
guaoned down early yesterday morn- 
ing. the United News of India (INT) 
reported. 

UNI said one terrorist died and 
two escaped after they ambushed an 
army patrol in the Amritsar district. 

Quoting the police, UNI said a 
man, his son and a third unidentified 
person were shot to death by three 
young men who raided a village in 
northern Gurdaspur district. 

Also in the Gurdaspur district. 
which borders Pakistan, a hand gre- 
nade was thrown at a house killing a 


three-month-old girl and wounding 
her mother and elder sister. 

An unidentified person was found 
murdered ina village in the Amritsar 
district. 

Army troops arrested several per- 
sons in Punjab villages after they 
reportedly attempted to hoist flags 
of “Khalistan,” a proposed indepen- 
dent homeland for India's 13 million 
Sikhs. 

The prime minister, meanwhile, 
told army troops in Joshimath in 
northem Uttar Pradesh that life in 
Punjab was returning to narmal aftet 
the army assault on the Golden Tem- 
ple complex and the capture of ter- 
Torists. 

Justifying the army operation, 
Gandhi said that law and order in 
Punjab had deteriorated so much 
that even people who went for a 
morning walk did not know whether 
they would return or be assassinated 
by terrorists.

as Nato chief 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Britain's 
Lord Carrington took office as 
Nato’s sixth secretary-general 
yesterday and put U.S.-European 
understanding and East-West dia- 
logue at the top of his agenda. 

The 65-year-old former foreign 
and defence secretary told reporters 
on arrival at Alliance headquarters 
he thought Nato was in “pretty good 
shape.” 

But he acknowledged in a British 
radio interview that there were prob- 
lems between the U.S. and Eu 
over defence spending and said one 
Of his‘tasks would be'to explain each 
side's case on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

The U.S. Senate last week nar- 
rowly defeated a move towards ἃ 
major withdrawal of American 
troops from Europe if Euro; 
governments did not boost military 
spending, and Nato officials have 
predicted a renewed long and divi- 
Sive debate over defence “burden 
sharing” within the alliance. 

Officials said they were counting 
on Carrington to boost Nato's public 
image and help convince Americans 
that staying in Europe was in their 
own interest as well as Europe's. - 


The new secretary-general. who 
will head an international staff of 
1,300 officials drawn from Nato’s 16 
member nations. gave a high priority 
to reviving East-West dialogue but 
appeared to recognize no progress 
was likely until after the U.S. pres- 
idential elections.

Describing the blast as “very. verv 
big in intensity,” Weinberger told 
reporters it “certainly destroyed ἃ 
lot of material and facilities.” 

So far, he said, the U.S. does not 
have information on what caused the

Iran denies shelling civilians 


LONDON. - Iran yesterday denied 
a charge by Iraq that it bombarded 
civilian areas of the southern Iragi 
city of Basra Sunday night, the 
national Iranian news agency [rma 
reported. 

The Ima report, received in Lon- 
don. quoted a spokesman for [ran’s 
war information headquarters in 
Teheran as saying the allegation was 
unfounded . 

An Iraqi military spokesman bad 
said on Baghdad radio that four 
artillery rounds hit Basra Sunday 
night in violation of a mutual agree- 
ment not to attack civillian targets. 

The agreement. effective from 
June 12, was reached through the 
mediation of U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

In Washington. a U.S. official 
denounced as “ridiculous” an IJra- 
nian charge that the U.S. supplied 
Traq with 2,000 kilograms of interna- 
tionally outlawed mustard gas. 

The charge came Sunday, as Iraq 


declared that its warplanes had 
struck four targets south of Iran's 
Kharg Island oil terminal, breaking a 
two-weck hiatus in paval attacks in 
the Gulf. 

Ima said the sale was proved by 
“documents obtained from a U.S. 
Air Force base in Spain.” It did not 
say how the documents were 
obtained. 

The news agency alleged that two 
U.S. Air Force planes flew the mus- 
lard gas from California to the Tor- 
rejon Air Force Base in Spain on 
Jan. 21. It said the gas was transfer- 
red to Baghdad the next day and was 
used against Iranian troops during 
their offensive along the central 
front in February. 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
man Brian Carlson called the allega- 
tion “ridiculous.” Spokesmen for 
the Defence Department and the 
Air Force said they probably would 
have no statement on the matter 
before late yesterday. (Reuter. AP)

WHICH IS NOT surprising for a 
man who was nurtured on Zionism 
from the day he was born into an 
illustrious family whose connections 
with the Jewish homeland fo back to 
the early days of this century. Mar- 
cus Sieff's late father, Israel Sieff, 
was an outstanding Zionist leader 
and friend and colleague of Chaim 
Weizmann. as well as all the 


“greats” of British Zionism. His late _ 


mother, Rebecca. was the founder 
of Wizo. 

But what of the rext generation? 
Lord Sieff has a son, David, who is a 
director of Marks and Spencer. And 
Michael Sacher, whose late father, 
Harry. was ane of the British Zionist 
leaders in pre-state days, also carries 
on the tradition of service to the 
Jewish people in so many ways, 
including his membership of the 
Jewish Agency board of governors. 
His son. John, is also an M and 5 
director. 

It is possible, therefore. that one 
day the chairmanship of the firm will 
revert to the “family,” but neither 
John Sacher nor David Sieff, 
although both involved to some de- 
gree in supporting Israeli causes, 
appears to be following in the foot- 
steps of their famous fathers by play- 
ing a leading role in matters Jewish 
or Zionist. 

John declined to be interviewed, 
though I understand he takes a keen 
interest in a number of Israeli institu- 
tions, especially the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. David appears to be more 
involved. He has. for example, re- 
cently taken on the presidency of 
British Ort. He also visits Israel 
three or four times a year, combining 
business with pleasure: he is a gov- 


ermor of the Weizmann Institute. 
with which the family has long and 
close connections, und is chairman 
of its British Executive. In addition. 
he is a governor of the Shenkar 
College of Fashion and Technology. 

He readily agreed to be inter- 
viewed in his first-floor office at 
Marks and Spencer's Baker Street 
headquarters. He is not. he suys. 
active in the Anglo-Jewish commun- 
ity. but this was not ἃ conscious and 
deliberate decision - “just the way 
things evolved." 

Aged 45, he joined the firm in 
1957 and was appointed a director in 
1972. Working with and under his 
illustrious father, he says, has never 
been a problem. 


MARKS AND SPENCER started 
business in 1884 when Michael 
Marks, ἃ Polish refugee, set up a stall 
in an open market in Leeds. He 
called it Marks* Penny Bazaar and 
sold household goods, haber- 
dashery, sheet music and toys. 
“Don't ask the price -- it’s a penny” 
was his slogan. a simple phrase for a 
man with little English at his com- 
mand. 

The stall prospered and soon he 
opened others. Ten years after the 
store was launched. he went into 


partnership with Thomas Spencer, a 
non-Jew. [τ was ἃ partnership that 
lasted until Spencer died in 1905. 

Michael's son Simon joined the 
business in 1907 and was chairman , 
for 48 yeurs until his death in 1964, 
He was one of the leaders of British 
and world Zionism. 

Mand 5 became a public company 
in 1925. bs which time the one- 
penny price on goods had been in- 
creased to a limit of five shillings 
lone-quarter of a pound). Today. 
more than 14 million people shop in 
the 262 M and S stores in Britain 
each week. The biggest of those 
stores is at the Marble Arch in Lon- 
don’s Oxford Street. 

Marks and Spencer sells more 
clothes than any other British com- 
pans and is fifth in food sales. Of the 
toral British market. it accounts for 
one-quarter of the sales of socks and 
trousers, and one-third of the sale of 
underwear. It is also Britain's largest 
fishmonger. and it sells more than 
one million chickens a week. Over 
9U per cent of its goods are made in 
Britain, with some of the remainder 
made in Israel. 

The company’s involvement with 
charitable causes extends beyond 
Israel and the Jewish community. In 
1982. for example, it contributed to 
2.300 charitable causes and is, in 
fact. marking its centenary vear by 
donating £3.5 million towards a 
nationwide programme of commun- 
ity projects in Britain. 

The charitable tradition of the 
company lives on. How long it con- 
tinues its deep involvement with

Rothschild Bank opens under 


its own name in Paris again 


PARIS (JTA). - The creation of a 
new Rothschild bank was 
announced here on Friday. The for- 
mer bank was nationalized in 1982 
after 200 years of existence. The 
French Rothschild family at the time 
accepted a small compensation for 
the bank but adamantly refused to 
give up its right to the Rothschilds 
name. 

The new Rothschiid hank was cre- 
ated by the family's current heir. 
David de Rothschild, with family 
capital and the participation of the 
British branch. the N.M. Rothschild 
Company. the Swiss Rothschild 
Bank and Edmond de Rothschild. 


David de Rothschild had tried to 
obtain a licence to reopen the bank 
almost immediately after its nationa- 
lization. but financial sources say. 
France's socialist administration was 
ready to grant all the necessary per- 
mits but was reluctant to see the 
Rothschild name reappear in the 
banking world. The family’s nominal 
head. Guy de Rothschild. himself 
once said in a different context that 
“Rothschild stands for money, lux- 
ury and power.” 

David de Rothschild. 35, is a 
member of the board of governors of 
the Jewish Agency and plays an 
active role in French Jewish life. 


Reuter and UPI sign news photo deal 


LONDON {Reuter}. - Reuter and 
United Press International (UPI) 
have signed a photo exchange agree- 
ment which will enable Reuter to 
launch a full news pictures service 
outside the U.S. in January 1985. the 
two companies announced yester- 
day. 5 
Under the 10-veur deal UPT's 
photos from the U.S. will form part 
of an internaional service delivered 
by Reuter. UPI will have rights to 
Reuter’s international photos in the 
U.S. 


The world news organization will 
pay UPI $2.46 million over the first 
five years of the agreement, Reuter 
has bought the facilities of UPI's 


non-US. photo operation for $3.3m. 
and will integrate them into its 
own planned news pictures opera- 
uon. 

Reuter announced on April 12 
that it would launch a worldwide 
News picture service early in 1985. 
using the Jatest digital compression 
techniques to transmit pictures at 
high speed and involving substantial 
investment in technology and staff 
internationally. 

UPI employs 148 pictures staff in 
43 offices throughout the U.S. 

Reuter employs more than 3.600 
full-time staff around the world. The 
company’s 1983 accounts showed re- 
venue of £242.6m. and pre-iax pro- 
fits of £55.3 million.

Icing, but no cake 


DETAILS of last week's Syrian-brokered plan to restore order 
in Beirut have now been made public, revealing once again 
both the limits of Damascus’ influence in Beirut and the 
cautious balancing act it is obliged to play to keep the fragile 
government it has set up from collapsing. 

The replacement of the Lebanese Army's Maronite com- 
mander, General Ibrahim Tannous, who has been held re- 
sponsible by both the Shi’a and the Druse for the bombardment 
of civilian areas in and around Beirut earlier this year. was an 
inevitability that even the Christians had to recognize. _ 

But his replacement by another prominent Maronite soldier, 
General Michel Aoun, has come as a more than adequate 
sweetener to the Christians. A close personal friend of the 
president and commander of the Lebanese Army unit that held 
firm at Souk al-Gharb earlier this year, stemming the Druse- 
Shi'a onslaught on Beirut. Syria could not have found a more 
acceptable replacement from the Christians’ point of view. 

Syria had, of course, to override strenuous opposition, 
particularly by the Druse, to Aoun’s appointment. But, as it has 
consistently shown since Jemayel's capitulation to its dictates

Writing in Mishpatim. published 
by the faculty of Jaw of the Hebrew 
University. he recalled that the court 
had acted without statutory author- 
ity in sustaining the Elections Com- 
mittee’s disquaiification of “8 list of 
candidates who had joined together 
in an illegal organization.”
